THE STRANGE WAYS 
OF STAPHORST 


Marriages are consummated before the weddings, 
funerals end with feasts in this Dutch village | 
by FRANK GIBNEY 


“Why we've stayed apart from the world so long I really couldn't 
say.” Old Klaas Dunnink, the self-taught Staphorst historian, squinted 
through his square, 18th Century spectacles and shuffled his wooden 
shoes on the sanded floor. “Call it the clan spirit if you like. And real- 
ize that we've always kept the medieval town feeling: all outsiders are 
against us and we must set ourselves against the world outside.” 

Less than 300 yards from where he spoke came the rumble of pass- 
ing trucks and cars from the sleek modern highway that connects the 
bustling little cities of Zwolle and Meppel in the Dutch province of 
Overijssel. But the room in which he sat was centuries removed from 
concrete roads and the internal combustion engine. This was Staphorst, 
a furtive, inbred town of some 7,000°souls whose eccentric customs 
have for centuries sealed them off from the life of the Netherlands. 

Staphorsters wear the clothes of a hundred years ago. Their houses 
and their way of living belong more to Rembrandt’s day than Juliana’s, 
Their rugged, Old Testament religion harks back to the Bible-worship- 
ing days of the 16th Century. Some of the beliefs they still hold arose 
and died throughout the rest of Holland from the 16th to the 19th Cen- 
turies. But for all their religiosity Staphorsters have retained some 
highly pagan customs in their mass of tribal tradition. Impelled possi- 
bly by a desire to make every marriage count, they practice a system 
of down-to-earth courtship that makes New England bundling seem 
prudish. 

The beginnings of a Staphorst romance are as stylized and as un- 
orthodox as its culmination. An ambitious swain singles out the fair 
one to whom he wishes to pay court. A Staphorst “pass” involves 
snatching the tiny bundle tied to the girl’s waist in which she keeps 
her raincape. If the girl allows her raincape to be carried off, she in-

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dicates tacit consent to begin- 
ning the courtship. 

Only once a year, at the an- 
nual April Staphorst market day 
and fair, can there be any varia- 
tions on this tried-and-true ap- 
proach. On that day each Stap- 
horst girl ties a small cloth bag 
full of peanuts under her many- 
layered skirts. In the ensuing 
village frolics the youth who 
grabs the bag gets the girl as 
well as the peanuts. 

Thus begun, the Staphorst 
courtship runs its way with ab- 
original regularity. At the side 
of each thatch-roofed house is a 
small room where the unmar- 
ried daughter of the family 
sleeps. The window to this room 
is about half the size of the 
others and set a couple of feet 
higher off the ground. On Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday eve- 
nings the Staphorst swain whis- 
tles coyly outside the window 
and scrambles to spend 
the night with his girl friend. 
The girl’s parents, sitting quietly 
in the next room, hear the 
youth’s approach with satisfac- 
tion and a pious hope that their 
daughter will prove fertile. For 
until she becomes pregnant as a 
result of the courtship, there 
can be no marriage. 

When the girl becomes preg- 
nant, the engagement is then an- 
nounced, If she remains barren 
sion of Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday nights, 
the community regards her with 
primitive suspicion and con-

crow outside her house. 
friends also help him strew a 
Halloween-like mass of rubbish 
and dismantled wagons over the 
offender's front lawn. The “trial 
engagement” is officially off. 

On the other hand, once a 
girl becomes pregnant the mar- 
riage must take place. If her de 
facto fiancé tries to renege the 
deal, he gets swift and rough 
treatment. A gang of Staphorst 
boys, after thoroughly mauling 
the hedger, drive him to the 
girl's house in a pigsty on top of 
a farm cart. He must then prom- 
ise publicly to marry her. If he 
balks his friends keep beating 
him until he gets into line. Stap- 
horsters recount stories of many 
such “pigsty” marriages having 
worked out very well. 

Very shortly after the ‘‘en- 
gagement” is announced, the 
Staphorst couple goes through 
the civil marriage ceremony at 
the town hall. But they do not 
regard themselves as really wed 
until the church ceremony a 
week later. Meantime, with be- 
lated continence, bride and 
groom continue to livewith their 
respective parents.

death. The gloomy Staphorsters 
stop thinking of the afterlife only 
when they reach it. Staphorst 
funerals are long, protracted af- 
fairs, invariably held in the house 
of the deceased. For a minimum 
of three hours the frock-coated 
dominie, with only passing men- 
tions of the dead person, expa- 
tiates on the eternal terror that 
will be the lot of evildoers. After 
everyone has been satisfactorily 
scared, the company sits down to 
a traditional funeral feast—the 
men with their brushed black 
jackets at one long table, the 
blue-veiled women at another. 
Since almost everyone in Stap- 
horst is someone else’s cousin, 
at least half of the village is con- 
stantly in mourning. Mourning 
periods range from six months 
for a neighbor to two years for a 
close relative. Dark blue is the 
color of half mourning. Deep 
mourning is light blue or—on 
Sundays—white. 


The world of Staphorst is a 
small one. Though its dwellings 
have been built at various times 
over a period of 300 years, their 
neat uniformity would do credit 
to a federal housing project. All 
the doors and shutters of thered- 
brick houses are painted an iden- 
tical bright green. The window 
sills and foundations gleam with 
a coating of white and light blue. 
Inthe old Dutch tradition, house 
and barn are combined in one 
long building with a common, 
sloping roof. 

In the fields and walking the 
road in front of the old, doll-like 
houses the actors of the anachro- 
nistic panorama appear: blond, 
broad-cheeked women in the un 
form silver headdress, wiry, 
sharp-faced men. There is an 
eerie sameness about everyone's 
face, a certain vapid, standard- 
ized expression. A visitor can 
pass a week in Staphorst without 
seeing a single brunet. Stap- 
horsters are smaller than aver- 
age and most young men are re- 
jected for military service on this

account. In addition almost ev- 
ery other person has the same 
name. The Dunninks, the Blae- 
merts, the Brakkes, the Schras 
and a few other families divide 
the village among them. 

The original Staphorsters 
were Frisian fishermen who came 
south in the llth Century. By 
1283, when their first church was 
built, they had already formed 
a thriving agricultural commun- 
ity. 

In the 18th Century, the long 
wars in the Netherlands for a 
time over, Staphorst got an ata- 
vistic call to the sea. Scores of 
young Staphorst men went oft 
to Greenland with the Dutch 
whaling fleets. Except for a size 
able emigration to Michigan in 
the 1840s it was the first, last and 
only time that the Staphorsters 
packed up their grips for large- 
scale travel. 

The rel 


n that the Stap- 
horsters like their ministers to 
preach has changed very little in 
the last thi centuries. The 
Staphorst God is a wrathful Old 
Testament king, who dispenses 
blessings in direct proportion to 
the hard work of the recipients. 
Heaven is a blissful dream. Hell- 
fire is an ever-present prospect. 
Old Staphorsters still rattle 
their heads disapprovingly when 
they talk of the “radical” who 
introduced New Testament read- 
ings into the schools 50 years 
ago. 

Every Sunday at 10 o'clock 
the somber-looking men and 
their women—bedizened for the 
oceasion in their brightest bod- 
ices, most voluminous black 
skirts and shiniestsilver-buckled 
shoes—troop into the Staphorst 


church ter two hours of 
prayer, highlighted by a spirited 
clerical description of the horrors 


of hell, the Staphorst congrega- 
tion adjourns for the Sunday 
soup, which is traditionally pre- 
pared by themen, At2 theyreturn 
tochurch foranotherservicewith 
the frock-coated dominie, which 
often ends barely in time for the 
5 o'clock milking. 

Bicycles and electric lights 
are in almost universal use. The 
dairies are metallically modern, 
and some up-to-date farming 
methods are used. But such 
modern institutions and con- 
veniences are tolerated rather 
than accepted; and with the: 
exceptions Staphorst still lives 
the life of long ago. Each night, 
when the last chore is done and 
the last Bible read, Staphorst 
families still crawl en masse into 
the ancient Dutch cupboard 
beds—dark, windowless closets 
entered through a pair of nar- 
row, yard-high doors (which are 
always closed). 

The Staphorsters have a rigid 
united front against all outsic ders. 
Not long ago a farmer ‘discov- 
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ered that his wife had been be- 


traying him with a neighbor. In 
a rage he rushed to the culprit’s 
house and stabbed him 20-odd 
times with a penknife and later 
a bread knife (after the penknife 
broke). Haled before a court in 
a nearby town, the farmer was 
acquitted because his victim had 
refused to testify against him, 
United by outside pressure, 
cuckold and lover later became 
fast friends. 

Tn all the town there is just 
one quiet, wistful international- 
ist. “Amerika” Taling is a wil- 
lowy, slightly built old man who 
left Staphorst in 1906 to go to 
America. Four years later, when 
he was 27, he came home to 
marry his Staphorst girl—or at 
least to snatch her rain cape— 
and take her back to Grand Rap- 
ids. But the girl had changed her 
mind. For two years Taling wait- 
ed. Then he finally married some- 
one else. 

All this time Amerika desper- 
ately wanted to get back to Grand 
Rapids. But he could never per 
suade his wife to travel. Re- 
signed but not contented, he re- 
sumed his trade of cabinetmaker 
and raised a family in Staphorst. 
Finally, after decades of coaxing, 
he persuaded his wife to take a 
trip. It was then 1940, “All the 
good times,” Amerika said with 
sad humor, “a woman says no. 
When she finally says yes, it’s 
already impossible, 

‘Twocenturiesago OliverGold- 
smith in The Deserted Village 
bewailed the fall of the village 
life and ethos before the crush 
of the industrial revolution. He 
would also discover today—what 
he could not then have realized 
—that to keep their village ethos 
intact in an age of cities the 
Staphorsters have had to insulate 
themselves with an odd com- 
bination of bigotry, self-right- 
eousness and suspicion. Their 
attitude toward the modern age 
might be summed up in the 
words of a sober-faced Staphorst 
workman who heard a radio for 
the first time in a neighbor's 
house. “There is a sound there,” 
he said. “It is not good. It comes 
from the doomed world—out- 
side.

It is this endless 
political struggle, foreordained by the paradoxi- 
cally fearful and optimistic writers of the Fourth 
Republic's constitution (pp. 30, 31), which has 
brought on the hemorrhage.

WHY THE FOURTH REPUBLIC 13 DYING 


The writers of its constitution, hoping to block Charles de Gaulle, instead drew blueprints for chaos 
by ANDRE LAGUERRE, Chief, Time-Life Paris Bureau 


The political agony which is convulsing France 
is just that—political. This is a story of a constitu- 


tional crisis, of a 


ystem that has gone wrong, not 
of a weakness reflecting national decadene: 

France is in a bad way. The French are the first to 
admit and resent that fact, but the reasons for their 
troubles are primarily parliamentary, secondarily 
economic. The heart and will of France have not fal- 
tered. And materially she remains rich and intensely 
productive, Already, despite chaotic finances and 
an unbalanced budget, French production is boom- 
ing and in many industries prewar figures have been 
outstripped. The wheat crop is more than twice as 
big as last year’s. 

‘Through four years of occupation the French peo- 
ple found unity in brave dreams of a world in which 
ould live prosperously, freed not only of the 
but of the vices which had brought the Third 
Republic to its fearful end in that hot, beautiful sum- 
mer of 1940. Opinion was solid about one of those 
vices: the nagging instability of the prewar regime,

The 
narrowness of the margin was a significant pointer 
to the grip which the aloof but passionate general 


has retained on a big section of French opinion. 
De Gaulle had walked out of office early in 1946

He said it would not work, and as events have 
justified his criticism, so support in the country has 


grown for him and his kind of constitution—calling 
for a stronger executive and a presidential regime 
rather like the U.S. system. 

More confirmation of De Gaulle’s strength came 


last fall when his newly formed Rally of the French 
People (R.P.F.), which had not even had time to put 
up candidates all over the country, polled around 
33% of votes cast at the municipal elections. 
These elections did something else: they exposed 
a terrible discrepancy between public opinion and 
its representation in parliament. They showed that 
French political thinking lined up roughly as fol- 
lows: 33% Gaullist, 29% Communist, 14% Socialist, 
10% Popular Republican (M.R.P.) and 14% for oth- 
er groups.

“superparty,” the three major groups represent- 
ed therein were the Communists (28% of deputies) , 
M.R.P. (27%) and Socialists (18%).

Gaullism without De Gaulle 


Where does this leave De Gaulle? His return is 
likely but by no means inevitable. A relaxation of 
international tension or a rapid improvement in 
French finances, particularly of wages and prices, 
could cause De Gaulle to lose much of his support. 
‘Then the Assembly would become more truly repre 
sentative, and its very fear could galvanize it into 
making the constitutional reforms and pursuing 
the constructive, long-range, anti-inflationary pro- 
gram which De Gaulle recommends. In fact to pur- 
sue a Gaullist policy without De Gaulle is the best 
chance the Assembly has of keeping out De Gaulle. 

It is more likely that the financial situation will 
worsen, and that the Assembly will go from crisis to 
until it founders in its own impotency.

under the pressure of exasperated opinion, the door 
will be opened to De Gaulle, whose support in the 
country today is variously estimated as between 
40% and 55% of the electorate. 

The return of De Gaulle would be a major world 
event, and would be viewed by friends of the French 
Republic with mixed feelings. It would bring an in- 
tensification of anti-Red action in France, and th 
Communist party would probably be outlawed b 
fore the regime was very old. There would be physical 
opposition from the Communists, but at this 
the latter are not in a position to wage a su 
civil war. De Gaulle’s return would also give a more 
dynamic impulsion to Western European union, to 
which he feels France is the key. 

‘The shape of the regime itself is a subject of con- 
troversy in France. De Gaulle is not a fascist, and 
he sincerely thinks of himself as a democrat, Per- 
haps that suffices to make him one, He has shown 
that he will not govern without the majority of the 
nation behind him. Nevertheless his ardent nation- 
alism, his personally authoritarian manner and the 
amount of executive authority which he would make 
a condition of his return worry a lot of Frenchmen. 

De Gaulle’s return would involve some risks for 
democracy in France of which the French are per- 
fectly aware. As an alternative to Communism there 
is not the least doubt that France would choose De 
Gaulle. But if De Gaulle comes back he will offer 
something better than negative salvation. He will 
bring France new hope of a new kind of liberation.

EDITORIAL 


A MORAL CASE FOR THE WEST 


THERE IS A STRONG ONE TO MAKE AND OUR SPOKESMEN SHOULD BEGIN TO RECOGNIZE AND ASSERT IT 


A characteristic of our times is that we do 
not admire ourselves. In greater or less degree 
practically: all articulate citizens of the West- 
ern community share a conviction of collective 
guilt, an overpowering suspicion that all men 
are somehow engaged in an inescapable con- 
spiracy against Man. The shadow of The Bomb, 
the unceasing tensions and the all-too-possible 
consequences of the struggle between the free 
world and the Soviet Union darken our lives 
and inhibit our capacity to believe in ourselves. 
And do you like the human race? No, not 
much,” Aldous Huxley sings in Ape and Es- 
sence, and the best that he could bring himself 
to say in a recent article for Lire was that Prog- 
ress is not necessarily fatal for mankind. Dr. 
Reinhold Niebuhr, urging in the same issue of 
Lire that the peoples of the West be firm in 
their cause, was constrained to confess grave 
weaknesses in the moral content of that cause. 
Ina recent speech he summed up all of our self- 
doubt and its very serious effects in this sen- 
tence: ‘There is so little health in the whole of 
our modern civilization that one cannot find 
the island of order from which to proceed 
against disorder.” 


The Uses of Power 


Lire herewith invites Mr. Huxley, Dr. Nie- 
buhr and all of its readers to take heart. Let us 
consider the evidence that Western man has 
done more in the three postwar years than ever 
before in so brief a span to build a moral “island 
of order.” It is not complete, it is not impreg- 
nable and it is beset on all sides by the immoral 
purposes and power of the Soviet Union. But, 
in Dr. Niebuhr’s terminology, it is already an 
island of which we can be proud. It is one from 
which we can extend a strong defense and, if 
need be, launch a powerful attack. In other 
words there is a moral case-in-being for the 
‘West and one of which we need not be ashamed. 

What is the paramount fact of the postwar 
years? It is not that the world is again involved 
in a struggle for power. Nor is it that the Soviet 
Union has both sharpened and complicated the 
current struggle by continuing and broadening 
the totalitarian assault on the spirit and free- 
dom of moral man, The paramount fact is that 
governments and men of the free world have 
begun as never before to practice the moral 
use of power. The measure of our own confu- 
sion, and of our seemingly limitless ability to 
obscure the good in ourselves, is that it should 
be necessary at this point to justify so obvious 
a statement. It stands proved on the postwar 
record. 

Great Britain, the perfidious Albion of his- 
tory, acted without perfidy and with a high 
morality in her gift of freedom to India last 
year. To hold that this was merely an act of 
unpleasant necessity, a reflection of weakness 
rather than a use of power, is to misunderstand 
the nature and meaning of that revolutionary 
episode in the unmoral story of empires. Great 
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Britain obviously had to leave India sometime, 
but not just then. Her departure, as and when 
she took it, was the result of a deliberate and 
conscious exercise of the national will and 
awakened morality of imperial Britain. It was 
conceived in detail by little Mr. Attlee, the un- 
inspiring but for once inspired Prime Minister 
of Britain, and executed with impressive grace 
and skill by his viceregal servant, the Earl 
Mountbatten. It was neither accident nor 
aberration: in the same period and for similar 
reasons Great Britain made an outright (and 
perhaps premature) gift of independence to 
Burma and with a new system of federation set 
Malaya on the way to freedom. The moral and 
political significance of these manifestations 
of goodwill was largely overlooked by other 
Westerners. But not by the Russians, whose 
Asiatic Communists are now trying desperate- 
ly to wreck the new regimes of Burma and Ma- 
laya and may in time be expected to show their 
heads in India and Pakistan. 


The Uses of Morality 


Perhaps the beneficiaries of Marshall aid tire 
of hearing that it is a unique example of one na- 
tion’s generosity to other nations. But so it is, 
and it is also a unique expression of nation- 
al morality. American self-interest enters, of 
course, but that altogether healthy fact should 
not obscure the bigger fact that the U.S. mil- 
lions who supported Marshall aid and thereby 
made it possible were under no absolute com- 
pulsion to do so, What moved them, beneath 
the more obvious pressures of the world con- 
flict, was a profound and unprecedented sense 
of national duty and obligation to other peo- 
ples of the free world and an essentially moral 
determination to preserve and enlarge that 
world. In the long balance of history this dem- 
onstration of man’s expanding capacity for 
moral action may some day outweigh the eco- 
nomic and political aspects which seem all- 
important to most of us now. 

Milestone though it is on the slow moral 
climb of mankind, the aid program is not the 
highest expression of postwar Western moral- 
ity. The supreme evidence that a new moral 
quality has entered the world has to do with 
that source and focus of most of our doubt and 
confusion, the atom. 

After all, we have yet to prove that in the 
atomic bomb we have created an instrument 
of certain and inclusive suicide. What we, the 
American people, have proved is that we are 
morally capable of foregoing the power which 
the atomic bomb has placed in our shaky hands. 
We, at the moment the sole possessors of this 
power, have proved our moral capacity by of- 
fering to give The Bomb away. Let it never be 
forgotten, as David Lilienthal points out in an 
interview on pages 114 through 128 of this is- 
sue, that the U.S. government has offered and 
still offers to give the atomic bomb into secure 
international keeping. The one government 


which has made and still makes this step im- 
possible is the Soviet government. Never be- 
fore in all the history of power has the possessor 
of final and exclusive power proposed—yes, 
begged—to surrender that power for the com. 
mon good of the world. It is a bit early to as- 
sume that the atomic bomb is an instrument 
of good, in the moral or any other sense. But 
we needlessly offend the human spirit and hurt 
our cause when we blindly assume that only 
harm has come of it and refuse to heed the im- 
mense fact that it has prompted an unequaled 
act of public morality. 


The Troubled Soul 


The failure to internationalize the atomic 
bomb is part and parcel of the general failure 
to date of the U.N. And, as in the case of The 
Bomb, we tend to let the failure of the U.N. 
blind us to the huge moral fact that a United 
Nations did come into being and continues to 
exist. However successfully the Soviet Union ‘ 
and its Communist satellites have distorted 
them, the driving purposes and stated ends of 
that great union of nations were inherently 
moral, They still are, and the UN., feeble 
though it is, represents a tremendous forward 
movement in world morality. Furthermore, 
precisely because Soviet Russia and her Com- 
nunist allies have isolated themselves from 
the U.N.’s true and better purposes, the U.N. 
is peculiarly a reflection of Western morality. 

This is not to say that the soul of Western 
man is untroubled and without blemish, or that 
the Huxleys and Niebuhrs of our time should 
cease to inquire What shall we do to be saved? 
Self-examination is still very much in order, 
and in the end result it should strengthen rath- 
er than weaken the moral case for the West. 
But the search of the Western soul need not 
stimulate, as it too often seems to do, a general 
and obsessive conclusion that we of the West 
have nothing good and positive to say for our- 
selves. In the realm of public impulse and ac- 
tion there is already a strong case to be made. 
Our spokesmen should remember it and never 
neglect to assert it.

SOVIET PRISON CAMPS 


Anestimated 15 to 20 million persons, many of them politi- 
cal prisoners, today are engaged in forced labor in the Soviet 
Union, The miserable conditions under which they live and 
work are revealed on this and the following pages in drawings 
by Vladimir Kowanko, a young Polish cartoonist who passed 
through no less than 20 Soviet concentration camps. Dur- 
ing the months of his imprisonment Kowanko made numer- 
ous surreptitious sketches on tiny cigaret papers. In these 
drawings he has faithfully developed the original sketches. 


Kowanko was one of 250,000 Poles recruited for forced la- 
bor after September 1939 when the Red Army occupied east- 
ern Poland under terms of the Russo-German pact. He was 
released in 1941 in the general amnesty which followed the 
German attack on Russia and made his way to Buenos Aires 
where he now lives. Although the Soviet Union does not offi- 
cially admit to employing forced labor, eyewitness reports of 
prisoners who occasionally escape indicate that present con- 
ditions are as bad or worse than those depicted by Kowanko.

= Tn the early 1900s it seemed certain that the egret would join the 
once-abundant passenger pizeon in the roster of extinct American birds. 
‘The huge Florida flocks were being decimated by plume hunters who 
killed the birds for the long white back feathers which, as “aigrettes,”” 
were used in stylish women’s hats and fans. The Audubon Society 
sent wardens to Florida to save the birds, but the hunters waged war on 
the wardens and killed two of them. Shifting their attack, the con- 
servationists got laws passed forbidding hunters to kill the egrets and 
milliners to sell their plumes. Outlawed, the aigrette went out of style, 
the hunters went out of business and the egret started its comeback.

Down in Texas where, as every schoolboy 
knows, football players throw touchdown pas: 
from Fort Worth to Waxahachie and think 
nothing at all of kicking field goals from Tex- 
arkana to E] Paso, the Dallas fans this year are 
whooping it up for Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity as just about the slickest football team in 
the country.

CORRALS PROSPECTS 


Considering Southern Methodist University’s modest enrollment (7,000 
students as compared to 17,000 at the University of Texas), its depth in 
good football material is remarkable. Should Doak Walker be injured, 
the ramrod of the backfield will be Kyle Rote (opposite), a triple-threat 
“sleeper” who, some fans insist, is going to be even better than Walker. 
Players like Walker and Rote rarely matriculate anywhere by accident, 
80 out of necessity S.M.U. has a high-powered organization to corral tal- 
ent, That group, composed of alumni and other Dallas supporters, is 
called the Mustang Club. Until it was organized S.M.U.’s rather high 
tuition (about $383 a year) placed the Dallas school at a disadvantage 
in competition with state-supported institutions like the University of 
Texas. Now the 1,000 Mustangs kick in from $25,000 to $30,000 a year for 
S.M.U, athletic scholarships—a procedure well within the ethical limits 
of the National Collegiate Athletic Association’s so-called “sanity code.”? 

How the Mustangs operate is illustrated by the case of Henry Stollen- 
werck, an 183-pound fullback for Waxahachie High School. Last month at 
the annual Texas High School Football Coaches’ Association get-together, 
to which Southwest Conference coaches take their branding irons (above), 
Stollenwerck met S.M.U.’s Matty Bell (below, left). But as late as Sept. 1 
he had not decided between S.M.U. and Texas. So the Mustangs’ ace 
trouble shooter, Automobile Dealer A. P. Van Winkle, went into action. 
He spent a whole week on the Stollenwerck doorstep ‘just so nobody 
else could have a date with him.” Then Van Winkle went back to Dallas 
and threw a big steak party at his home. The guest of honor: Stollen- 
werck. Two days later Henry moved into the S.M.U, football dormitory.

some land in the southern part of the sub- 
continent. In 1713 his grandson, Mir Kam- 
ruddin, was appointed viceroy of the Deccan 
(the old name for southern India) with the 
title of Nizam-ul-Mulk, which means Regula- 
tor of the State. For 13 years after the death 
of the first Nizam his sons fought over the ti- 

tle: After assorted dark, fratricidal deeds Ali 

Khan—the fourth son—won out in 1761 and 

concluded a treaty with the British East In- 

“dia Company to consolidate his position. Thi 

PRINCE OF BERAR _ British alliance lasted until 1947. In 1857 the 
fifth Nizam remained loyal to Britain through 

the Indian mutiny, and in 1869 his son Mir Mahbub Ali Khan took 
the throne with Queen Victoria's express blessing. Mahbub, father of 
the present Nizam, lived up to the popular conception of an Oriental 
potentate. He kept several wives, drank prodigiously and sometimes 
stuffed his valet’s pockets with jewels as he 
was led off to bed. Despite his spendthrift 
ways Mahbub left $8 million—a cornerstone 
for the fortune his son has since amassed. 
Now 62, the present Nizam assumed power 
in 1911 and in 1918 was recognized by the 
British as the Premier Prince of India and 
“Faithful Ally of the British Government.” 
Although his alliance with the British kept 
foreign troops in Hyderabad, Britain did not 
interfere with the Nizam’s hobby of making 
money. The Indian Union may be less amen- 
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able, but in the cases of other princes New 
Delhi has not confiscated fortunes already 
in the coffers. It seems likely that either of 
the old Nizam’s two possible successors— 
‘Azam Jah, the Prince of Berar (inset above) 
or little Nawab Mukkaram Jah (right), his 
son—will inherit enough to keep them com- 
fortable, even if the sources of the roy 
al income are tapped by the Indian Union.

He looked out the window 
at the oak trees in the heavy July heat. “It’s a kind of suicide, isn’t it?” 

The words look pat and glib on paper but they didn’t sound that way. 
Lilienthal puts his sentenc her so slowly, almost experimentally 
that you think at first he is fumbling for a meaning—until the sentence 
finished and you realize suddenly that it was not confusion but clarity t 
slowed his tongue. The result is an impression of complete candor, of lis 
tening to spoken thoughts rather than to prepared speech. 

"What is actually happening.” he went on, is that an essential part of 
the people’s business is being carried on suiilout ths people's kaowledgé. 
Public accountability tends to vitiate itself if the people don’t have enough 
fact ie to go on because they believe the facts are secret.” 

Isn't the thing you are up against,” I said, “the thing democracies face 
in time of war? And isn’t the solution, the only possible solution, the same? 
When you can’t give the people the facts they need, you give them an over- 
all evaluation of the facts by somebody who knows what he’s talking about 
and whom they trust? You know as much about all this as any man alive.” 

“Over-all evaluations,” said Lilienthal, “come from presidents and prime 
ministers, not from the people in charge of operations.”

ings in their refusal to agree with the rest of the world or with the laws of 
physics, had at last made it plain even to the most patient that the com- 
ion was wasting its time. And two months later the President said that 
though we still hoped for international control we were now going to bend 
every effort toward ‘maintaining the leading position of the United States 
in the knowledge of nuclear energy and its military applications.’ What 
does that new policy mean in terms of operations? Or, to put it the other 
way around, how do the things we are now doing advance our policy of 
working for international control?” 

“What are the other two?” 

“The present status of the operation and its future prospects. In your 
judgment, should we be satisfied with what we have accomplished thus far? 
And should we feel confidence for the future 

Lilienthal looked back at the sunlight on the oaks. “I 
ficulty with the declarations of policy. 

“With all respect,” I said, “they don’t add up. As I read them, we still 
believe that the only way to avoid World disaster is through world control. 
But, at the same time, having failed because of the attitude and tactics of 
the Russians to get effective international control, we announce that we 
are going to arm ourselves with atomic weapons as rapidly as possible. 

Lilienthal interrupted me. A meaningless agreement—an inadequate 
control—would have been worse than no agreement. It would have bred a 
false sense of security. And the door is open, really open, for the Rus- 
sians to come back.” 

“But my question is, what are we doing to get effective international 
control now that the Russians have rejected the only kind of control which 
will work? What are we doing, that is, besides piling up atomic weapons?” 

Lilienthal, who is as slow to exasperation as any man I know, drew an 
audible breath and shifted his big body in his chair. “Piling up weapons, 
as you put it—and incidentally you don’t ‘pile up’ atomic weapons in an 
arsenal as you do blockbusters—isn't unimportant from any point of view. 
For one thing we are buying time for the working out of a decent and hu- 
man solution of a very difficult problem. For another we are making certain 
that our purpose to arrive at a decent solution will be respected.” 

"Then what we are doing now,” I said, “is to produce arguments, if you 
can call them that, in support of our original proposal? 


“The point is,” said Lilenthal, “that we have two objectives in mind.

But how do 
you get the reality of atomic control? The best hope of getting it 
right now, in my judgment, is through actual development of atom- 
ic energy—to demonstrate the all-pervasive power of this new in- 


strument of knowledge and its potential usefulness, If we succeed 
what we will be saying will be something like this: here are things 
atomic energy can do for mankind—or could do if it were under 


international control—if it were free of the shadow which hangs 
over it in the hands of single nations.” 
‘And you think . . .” I started to say. 

“Look here,” said Lilienthal, leaning forward in his chair, his 
voice lower in his excitement. “See what you have. You have a 
new immeasurable fundamental force. The planet is its natural 
theater of exploitation. There are no Russian neutrons or British 
neutrons or American neutrons. ‘The beneficent consequences of 
the exploitation of this force will affect all men, Cancer exi: 
everywhere. Russia included. Food is short everywhere. Russia in- 
cluded. Power is needed everywhere. And not least in Russia. If 
the peoples of the world can be brought to see in actual demon 
stration that only by common labor can they exploit this new, vast 
knowledge for their own advantage, the hope for real peace can be 
brighter than it has ever been in history.”

The Russians 
know this, The men in the Kremlin have put their blue chips on 
their ability to outstrip the rest of the world, meaning us, in 
scien In Pravda for March 3, 1948, the Minister of Higher 
Education of the U.S.S.R., Kaftanov, reminds his charges that 
‘Comrade Stalin has confronted Soviet scientists with the task 
of exceeding the achievements of science outside our country 
in the next few years.’ It’s a long, long bet from the Russian point 
of view but the Russians surely know that if we succeed in master- 
ing atomic energy on behalf of mankind, and for the benefit of 
mankind, without impairing our free institutions in the process, 
those institutions will be invulnerable to attack for a very long 
time to come. They also know that if they succeed and we fail ‘the 
revolution’ won't be necessary. It will have happened.”

‘For more 
reasons than one. Pre-eminence means pre-eminence relative to 
others and we can’t of course be altogether sure what other na- 
tions, not our friends, are up to. The only safe course is to measure 
our own progress against a kind of par for the course—a tough but 
possible scale of accomplishment.” 

vas silent for a long moment. Then, speaking very deliber- 
ately and very quietly, he said, “The United States has today un- 
der a rather considerable head of steam what is, as a whole enter- 
prise, the largest, most complex and most extensive scientific, edu- 
cational, industrial, technical and weaponeering undertaking— 
well, in the history of the world.” 

Neither of us said anything. Then he turned back to me. "But 
whether we will hit our target even so. . . . It’s hard to judge. Not 
just to keep ahead but to establish unchallenged superiority—to 
do this without crippling our democratic institutions—that’s' quite 
an undertaking. Wien I think of the difficulties we know already 
and those that are continually cropping up, I can’t help feeling 
we'd be the blindest kind of fools if we didn’t recognize that we 
could fail—that whether or not we'll make it is a nip-and-tuck 
business.” 

I thought of the laconic published reports of the successful pro 
ing-ground experiments at Eniwetok in April and May of 1948: 
“Operation Sandstone confirms the fact that the position of the 
United States in the field of atomic weapons has been substan- 
tially improved.” Apparently Lilienthal was thinking of the future, 
not the present. I went back to his general summary of the Ameri- 
can position. Could he document ita little? Could he tell me a 
little more precisely what we were doing? 


Our vast atomic empire 


surprised me by saying that he could—not only what but 
where. He pulled out a big outline map of the U.S. with red 
location dots and spider-webbing lines. “Here. Start at the north- 
west corner. Hanford, Washington. This is our plutonium-manu- 
facturing establishment. One of the largest single construction 
activities in our peacetime history. The greatest measured in in- 
tensity and scale of effort in a given space of time. 

“Berkeley, California.” He moved his finger down the coast. 
“Here the greatest atom smasher in the ark being built and 
here you find great physicists like Lawrence and great chemists like 
Seaborg. It was here that the meson was first made—that is, pro- 
duced under controlled conditions, and it is here that some of the 
most exciting and significant research on earth is now going for- 
ward. Research—basic research—is going on, of course, in uni- 
versities and laboratories across the country, much of which we 
finance and generally direct. This is a tremendous undertaking and 
one of the very first importance to the attainment of our interim 
objective. Some people don’t understand this. They seem to feel 
that basic research is a luxury, or that we can pursue it in one 
direction—weapons, say, or medicine—without pursuing it in 
others. The fact is, of course, that basic research is not a luxury 
but the bread of life. All science benefits. One of the most extraor- 
dinary effects of the great discoveries in nuclear physics is the 
boost it has given to research elsewhere.” 

Lilienthal turned back to his map. ‘All right. Jump across here 
to Grand Junction, Colorado. This is the center of the domestic 
search for uranium ore. Colorado Plateau largely. We are develop- 
ing new techniques for exploration and for utilization of low-grade 
material. What the mineralogists call ‘favorable concentrations’ of 
uranium are scarce though exploration will probably change the 
picture. And the exploration is exhaustive. I suppose it is the most 
extensive and systematicsearch forasingle elementever mounted.” 

From Colorado we moved down to New Mexico. “Now Los Ala- 
mos,” said the chairman. “Here is where weapons research goes on. 
Certain kinds anyway. Also weapons production. But Los Alamos 
is a laboratory, not a factory: perhaps the finest physics laboratory 
in the world—manned by scientists and technicians, not mechanics. 
An atomic weapon is no assembly-line product—to put it mildly. I 
suppose you could say that this mesa in New Mexico with some 
8,000 people crowded onto it—and where will it expand to?— 
jump to the next mesa?—is about the most important spot in the 
world today. Here are the men who have the data about the vast 
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“A DANGEROUS SITUATION" developing, according to Lilienthal 
in a speech last week, because atomic scientists fear they will be smeared in 
“loyalty” witch hunts, hence refuse government service. "A healthy atomic 
program simply cannot stand still. It takes a particular kind of people. 

We must have more of them, and we must have them right away. Other- 
wise I must advise you that we face the imminent threat of stagnation.”

explosions at our proving ground on Eniwetok, 7,000 miles away, 
and theminute but profound explosions in the cyclotron at Berkeley. 

“All right,” he went on, “alide over here to Ames, Iowa. Here 
you have Frank Spedding, a great chemist, a great laboratory in 
process metallurgy, and pioneer work in making uranium of the 
required purity, Now Chicago. The Argonne National Laboratory. 
This is an outgrowth of the laboratory that started under the west 
stand of Stagg Field during the war, where the first chain-reaction 
pile was set up. Argonne is now a great laboratory center for the 
universities of the Middle West, with piles in the Cook County 
Argonne Forest, and 4,000 acres for development in Du Page 
County, together with about $60 million wrth of equipment and 
buildings, And a new cancer-research hospital is planned for the 
Midway. The job here is in part education of new people for work 
in all these related fields. One of the things that can hold us back is 
lack of trained men, and education is therefore an essential part of 
the national effort to reach the interim objective. With its equip- 
ment Argonne is a center of research, Advanced students—stu- 
dents and teachers both—come to it from séme 30 colleges and 
universities round about. But Argonne is not an educational institu- 
tion only. It is also a great research and development establishment 
studying useful-work reactors—that is, piles which may, someday, 
10 or 20 years from now, produce industrial and commercial power 
—and high-flux reactors—piles from which you permit the escape 
of a beam of particles of an intensity never before achieved. The 
next reactor we want is one which will produce heat for industrial 
processing or which can turn a turbine for the production of elec- 
tricity, Also at Argonne work is going forward on a breeder pile 
—a pile that will replenish itself with its own fuel. Operation 
Bootstrap, my colleague, Bill Waymack, calls it. 

“Oak Ridge next. This is the great industrial operation where 
the fissionable part of uranium is separated out. Oak Ridge, which 
the Carbide and Carbon Corporation runs for the commission, is 
one of the biggest industrial undertakings in the country, with a 
single building nearly as large as Willow Run. Some 36,000 live 
in the town. (Hanford—or its town of Richland—has about 
30,000.) Oak Ridge is the center of production of isotopes, or 
“tagged atoms,’ which are shipped all over the country and abroad 
for research and medical purposes. The plant itself was built, of 
course, during the war. What's going on now, in addition to pro- 
duction, is process improvement and then, perhaps as important 
as anything, the development of the Oak Ridge National Laboratory 
which, with its affiliate, the Oak Ridge Institute of Nuclear Studies, 
is a vital part of the educational program in the South with 19 uni- 
versities participating.” 

There were a lot of other dots on the map but Lilienthal went

back to his chair. “That’s typical of the general picture. Brook- 
haven on Long Island is to the east what Argonne is to the Mid- 
west. Fundamental research, no production. Exciting things are 
going on at Rochester in medicine and at Schenectady in the pro- 

luction of useful power. It’s a national effort. An application of all 
the country’s resources to as tough and demanding a job as any 
we ever measured our strength against.” 

“But even if we throw everything we have into it,” I said, “you 
regard the prospect of success as doubtful?” 

The chairman grinned at me. “Question three?” 

“Question three,” I replied. “Future prospects.” 

«The answer is, No. Future prospects are not doubtful, in my 
opinion, if we throw everything we have into it. None of the ob- 
stacles in the way are in the nature of things.” 

“What are they? Congress? The military? Interagency jealousy 
—that ancient Washington itch? Or the whole machinery of demo- 
cratic government? There are always people around who argue that 
self-government is a luxury in a technological age. You know the 
line.” 

“T know it.” Lilienthal’s voice was gentle. And surprisingly in- 
tense. “They're the same people who knew we couldn't compete 
with a modern streamlined dictatorship in a modern war. They 
were wrong then and I am betting my bottom dollar they’re wrong 
now, They il always be wrong because they start from the wholly 
false assumption that a society can be more efficient and more in- 
telligent than the people who compose it. I suppose I’ve seen as 
much of Congress—some members of the Congress anyway—as 
anyone. It isn’t Congress... .” 

"How would you put it? Are the obstacles connected in any way 
with the fact that the enterprise is government-run?” 

"They are indeed. Put the whole thing in its historical perspec- 
tive for a minute. In the past, from the beginning of the industrial 
revolution, new advance has been pioneered, and tested, and ques- 
tioned, and developed by individuals. Industrial revolutions have 
had their beginnings in very small centers of competition: they 
haven’t started full-blown with all the wheels within wheels of gov- 
ernment operations. It was the flexibility of individual enterprise 
and the competition of individual minds which exploited every 
other basic discovery in our technological past. This discovery, 
however, is being developed and must ‘he developed at this stage, 
and as things now are in the world, by government. Which means 
not only that you have a lot more wheels i in the machine, but that 
certain essential elements of successful exploitation—inventive- 
ness, adventurousness, imagination, competition, drive—have to 
be supplied in some way other than the way in which they have been 
supped in the past.” 

told the chairman I had read a recent article in a technical 
journal which sounded as though some people thought thé solution 
of that particular problem was to break the job into pieces and turn 
some of the most important pieces over to private operations, ' “Tne 
tegrate the atomic energy industry into our national economy” was 
the phrase used. 


Private industry cannot handle the problem 


HE chairman ‘shook his head regretfully. “I'm afraid that par- 

ticular kind of advice won't help the country much, Of course 
private industries play a part—a most important part—as con- 
tractors for the commission. They must continue to. But the flaw 
in the phrase you just quoted is the term ‘the atomic energy indus- 
try.’ There isn’t any atomic energy industry in that sense. Theré 
is an elemental process which is at once and in one package a key 
to knowledge, a means of therapy, a source of power and a weapon 
of devastating destructiveness. And the point is that it is all these 
things at once. You can’t really segregate peacetime use from po- 
tential military use. Fissionable material in a power station would 
be so nearly a weapon that you couldn’t drive a lawyer’s definition 
between the two. And an atomic industry would be so nearly an 
atomic arsenal that the people would be shocked if any one seri- 
ously proposed leaving it to private individuals to run as if it 
were any other industry. This was so clear to Congress—and to a 
Congress, mind you, which was extremely skeptical of govern- 
ment operations in all other fields—that the Senate voted with- 
out dissent for government monopoly. No, there’s no escape from 
the‘ quandary that way. Once you have a reactor, a pile, what- 
ever you say you plan to use it for, you have a potential in- 
strument of war from which possible enemies must be excluded. 
And thatis certainly government's function in any kind of society.” 

“I don’t think the country needs much persuading of that,” I 
said. “But let’s get back to your obstacles. How about the military? 
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to the peephole boys you live in one long wrangle with 
the Pentagon and the brass.” 
“Well.” said Lilienthal, the McMahon Act provides for appeal 
by the military to the President where ‘they disagree with us, and 
so far, for 18 months, there has been no appeal. Quite a record.”

Our target is national pre- eminence—clear, un- 
challenged, demonstrable, national pre-eminence right across the 
hoard, Not just to keep ahead but to lead. This is endangered in 
a direct and very practical way by the paradox of secrecy. Scien- 
tists are more and more reluctant to work under these, to them, 
unnatural and distasteful conditions. Industrial firms and universi- 
ties would rather not take on this kind of work with all the added 
risks and worries—the security clearance and the special badges 
and the red tape and the atmosphere of surveillance. Those are 
prabtical obétedles. And soardt e difficulties on thedemocratic side.” 

“They are indeed,” I said. ‘So practical that they could defeat 
everything you are trying to do.” 

Lilienthal let that observation hang. “I’ve believed for a long 
time that this would have to be talked out no matter what dead 
bodies were stumbled over in the process. The whole question is so 
charged with emotion that that’s not just a metaphor either. Any- 
one who talks about secrecy and atomic energy together may find 
himself shouting into the wind of hysteria. Which is perhaps why 
some of those who ought to talk about it refuse to. We have never 
really, seriously, faced the problem of secrecy and certainly we 
have never thought our way through it.

grabbed at the notion that secrecy equals security, Actually secre- 
cy can destroy the security of a nation if you make secrecy an end, 
rather than keeping it a means.”

There are reasons, in your judgment, 
for believing that we may fail. One of them, and the first as you 
see it, is the way we have acted in this difficult business of secrecy 
and security. I’d like to ask you two questions to be answered on 
faith and belief.
